WORKED ON EPIDEMIC. 



Everyone Happy at Prospect «f 
Resumption af Activities. , 

After an enforced rest of six weeks, 
students are now beginning to return 
to the college for the opening ot lec- 
tures on Monday morning. The great* 
er part of the students iiave had to 
spend their time idling, as until the 
day college closed no one had any Idea 
of what was going to happen. Uncer- 
tainty as to when the college was go- 
ing to open kept students who lived 
a long distance away from going 
home; these students arc joyous at 
the news of opening, as they were 
forced to spend the greater part ot 
their time In roaming about* the city. 

The medical students were kept 
quite busy throughout the epidemic. 
Fourth and fifth year medical mea 
had to take the places of doctors, a 
great number of whom were victims 
of the Influenza. The students of the 
first, second and third years were 
nearly all engaged either in the hos- 
pitals or in doing work for the emer- 
gency bureau; many of those in uni- 
form received ordora from headquart- 
ers to report for duty and were sent 
to the military hospitals. 

Notices had been, sent to a^ the stu- 
dents that the college would be open 
on Monday, Nov. 11, but the college 
authorities were overruled i>y the 
Provincial Board of Health. Unfor- 
tunately, many ot the students were 
not Informed of the change, and as a 
i-esult, many out-of-town students 
spent the past week about the univer- 
sity. 

Now that th« war Is over, students 
are looking tor a. renewal of college 

4^ctivities on a large scale and little 
sroups can be heard discussing plans 
all about the campus. The outlook Is 
made more hopeful by the tact that 
a large pafty of students have return- 
ed from the front to* take up their 
medical studies again, many of whom 
had been In Prance since 1914. With 
the advantage of their experience and 
knowledge of the pre-war activities, 
student life ought to progress as never 
since the beginning ot the war.

NEWS OrikGtLL MEN. 

J. W. Smitk, IteBHrljr af Aita 
'19, Writaa t* Dal^. 

The fallowlac is an extract from a 
letter received by a former classmate 
from Pte. J. W. Smith, Arts '19, Med. 
22, who is at peaent serving in Eng- 
land with the Taak Battalion raised 
here last spring. After referisiag to 
a number of McOill men who are in 
the same unit, whose names, owing to 
lack of space and to the fact that they 
have been meatioaed in a fetter print- 
ed recently in MoOllI Dally, we do not 
think It necessary to repeat, Pte. 
Smith goes on, — 

There are a. few Macdonald stu- 
deata with ue 'aad probably you will 
be interested 'to know their aames. 
They arc Smith, Cameron, Peterson 
and Major. I heard to-day that Cen- 
ter and McClure, those two old sharks, 
were goiag back to college this ses- 
sion, Tefl them to go easy od life, 
aad be sure and keep two feet on the 
floor. Erie and I wish we could go 
back for this term, but aa yet don't 
see our way clear to getting back in 
tImS. ' The next best thing we èan 
hope tor is to be 1>ack for next year, 

Our Toronto frlmda are still with 
us aad when comUi||$^iii|9a our com- 
pany and theirs very aêarly came to 
blows on account ot the college yells, 
and our parody on theirs. Each morn- 
ing for half an hour we ali had to re- 
main on deck, during which time our 
quarters were, inspected, and we 
amused ourselTCS answering each oth- 
er's college yells. 

When we landed here on June 2l8t. 
we went to a segreiatiea camp, where 
we were about six weeks. Quite a tew 
of the fellows took the mumps, as they 
were all the rage after landing. I 
remember when Cross, '19, landed last 
year he took the measles the day be- 
fore he was to go on leave. I didn't 
take anything like that, but one of the 
fellows in our tent took mumps, and 
so our fellows were under quarantine 
for a month, so our leave was put off. 
We managed to get in after watting 
for another three weeks and enjoyed 
it fine. 

At this camp We had squad drill for 
a month, and had very efficient in- 
structors, wko were from the Cana- 
dian Corps and had had a course at 
the Bexhill Training School for Can- 
adian Officers. All the men of the 
battalloa thought well of them, as 
they bad seen aerviee and knew how to 
treat ns aa men aad net like slaves, as 
some of the drlll-sergeaats treat their 
mea. 

We had a couple of major aad three 
minor courses. They are,r-gunaery. 
tanks, gas, pigeons and camontlage. 
The gunnery course lasts over a pe- 
riod of tour weeks, in which we took 
up the Hotchkiss , machine gun ^d 
the HotehUas Bix-poaader. The ma- 
chiae gnn is the most atopic made. I 
think, and it is very light," weighing 
only twenty-six pounds. It shoots a 
maxiavm eC six boadred rounds a 
mftavte. while oae man caa shoot 
ahoBt two hundred rooada, hut this 
does not allow for stoppages, which 
are quite freqnent So if you get off 
from one hoadred to <me hundred and 
fifty you do pretty welL It haa a tu- 
bular sight and^ts ranged for six hun- 
dred yards, therefore when yon are 
aiming you can sight at six oHslock 
op to six hundred yards aad make a 
fairly good grow at repetition, hot 
wheA you are dioetlnc anteartie, un- 
less you get off your shots two at a 
time they go so high you will be un- 
able to hit the target after firing 
about six rodnda aa you are incapable 
of holding the aBtt on aeeomt of the 
angle of trajectory rising each shot. 

When this course was over, we went 
to the ranges for a week, and _ had 
practice firing from tanks. This la

The department ot statistics at Cal- 
cutta has Issued a statement show- 
ing the educational progress of India, 
in statistical form, durlngr the quin- 
quennium ending 1916-17. The state- 
ment shows that colleges have In- 
creased during tlie last five years by 
four per cent, secondary Bohools by 
20 per cent., and primary schools by 
15 per cent. The number «f schol- 
ars has Increased 61 per cent. In col- 
leges, 2S per cent, in secondary 
schoole, and 17 per cent, in primary 
schools. The total number of Inati- 
tutions rose from 189,648 In 1915-16 to 
192,786 in 1916-17, the present total of 
scholars being 7,861,946. Institutions 
for males in British India In 1916-17 
numbered 171,436 and for females 21,- 
320. The number of male scholars 
last year was 6,621,627 and of females 
1,200,419 in a population of mere than 
244,000,000. The percentage of stu- 
dents to the population is 55.2 per 
cent., In the case of males, and one 
I>er cent, in the case of females. Tak- 
ing an average of the last five years 
thei-c wore In the prlmanry stage of in- 
/struction over 6,000,000 boys, of whom 
only 11 per cent, go from the lower 
primary school to the upper. "The 
figures suggest," remsrics the state- 
ment, "that 80 out of every 100 pupils 
in the lower primary stage never go 
beyond that stage, and receive prac-

Valuable as is the haliM of reading 
in itself, perils lurk beneath its attrac- 
tive surface for those who do not real- 
ise the 'importance of exercising dis- 
cretion in selection.

A trained mind eslects 
volumes which in the aggregate prove 
an incentlTB to thought and action, 
even though individual volumes serve 
only to- relax.

The mind of man Invents a machine 
wblçh' receives the graO In thé sheaf, 
andi automatically separates the ker- 
nels from the chaff Right reading, 
established as a habit, performs the 
same function, and preserves us from 
the perils to which books expose us. 
By constant drilling, we may follow 
the thoughts of Others with safety, re- 
taining only those which appeal to us 
as worthy ot preservation, discarding 
the false and unbeautiful as auto- 
matically as does the machine. 

The fact that we read from a printed 
page soractimea gives a false authority 
to the thoughts expressed. ' We re- 
member Rbinegelder's indignation, In 
Miplins's story, when he discovered 
that Yates had lied "In print." "Have 
a vigilant eye," says Milton, "how 
Bookes demesne themselves as well as 
men, and do sharpest justice on them 
as malefactors." 

No one can dictate to another the 
selection of his literary diet. In fact, 
what one would select tor himself to- 
day might easily vary materially in 
to-morrow's choice. The literary ap- 
petite is given us to guide the selec- 
I^on in response to the craving of the 
mind. If we read merely for the love 
of reading, rather than to supplement 
tbe Tick of that for which that crav- 
ing calls, we are charging our minds 
with Immiterials at the expense of 
what we really need. 



Introduolag one portion of the same 
country to aAtber, ^i^iericans have 
learned, as they never could have 
learned otherwise, tlie nature and 
spirit ot other natlonalitl«8: Instead of 
uprooting domestic Institutions alone, 
the ^war has caused a world-wide 
Metamorphosis.

EVeiilSH DISCOTEBT OF OIL 

The first boring for crude oil was 
inaugaratad in England on Oct. 15 by 
Lord Hartingtoa. The place chosen for 
the notable event wM Hardtton, near 
Cfieoterfteld. on tbetringe of the Der- 
byshire colliery area. War neoeasities 
and national dependence for oil on 
other countries; points out the special 
correspondent of The Times, have 
emptaostied the need of securing a 
supply of petroleum from home 8ou> 
ces. Now that the machinery has been 
starieS, 40 American drillers will soon 
carry out a promise made by their 
leader that if th^re Is oil at Chester- 
fleld {hey wll get it. ZhlUlng in the 
first place Is tor one well only, but 
ope««tions on a much larger scale are 
contemj^ed. It i« expected that oil 
will be met at varfcms. levels. The 
pitac^al ooourrenloe is looiksdi tbr at 
depthi^between SOM^ond 4000 feet, but 
it will take 6 months' boring on the 
work on the first boring to show 
whether oil in pajrlng quantities can 
be raised.

"It is not a case for exaggerated 
hopes," Lord Cowdray continued, "buti 
there can be no doubt that this ex-i 
portmental drilling, which in America 
would be known às 'wlld-catttng,' is 
mere than Justified by to-day's knowl- 
edge. It is however, impoesible to 
forecast the quantity of oil which may 
exist half a mile or more below us. 
Oi' deposits vary greatly in their ex- 
tent and richness. ''I'he average pro- 
duction of the whole of the wells inj 
the world probably does not exceed' 
five tons per well per day. Some of' 
the most prolific wells are giving as ■ 
much as 7,000 tons per day. Thus | 
there is a wide range of posslbilUles. 
When it is borne In mind that the I 
world's production of oil is only 6 i 
per cent', ot its producion of coal,: 
wc realize how essential It is to pre- 1 
serve this mineral for its proper and! 
economic uses. For example, burning 
it under land boilers for tbe genera- 
tion of steam is clearly wasteful. lt| 
should be conserved for internal com 
bustion engines and for special pur 
poses; b(t< its use as fuel vihen coal 
is dear, or by steamers on disunt 
voyages, may be oonsiderad legitimate 
"The manner in which the officials 
have been worked in America should 
•be a vital lesson to this country. The 
production ot oil in tho United States 
has increased during tbe last SO years 
from an annual output of 44,000.000 
tons to some 44,000,000 tons. The 
officials there of the Bureau of Mines 
are already greatly concerned as to 
where the oil of the tuttire Is to be 
obtalnea, as it is believcA that tbe oil 
In that country will be equated 
within another 30 years. It was this 
knowledge which caused Tne to ven 
ture to inslet as a oondltkm prece- 
dent, before I gave to the country the 
result of my discoveries, that tbe 
government' should take eteps to en- 
force due care being taken in the 
drilling of the wells and to limit the 
number of wells that may be 'sunk

The Board of Trade, In conjunction 
I with the Board o( Education and with 
: the advice of representative members 
'\ of the Royal Society of Arts, the Arts 
i and Crafts Exhibition Society, the Art 
j Workers Guild, the Design and Indus- 
j trial Association, and various persons 
land organizations connected with 
manufacture and commerce, has 
framed a scheme for the establish- 
( ment of a British Institute of Indus- 
trial Art with the object of raising 
and maintaining the stand.ard of de- 
sign and workmanship ot works and 
industrial art produced by British de- 
signers, craftsmen, and manufactur- 
ers, and of stimulating the demand for 
such works as reach a high standard 
of excellence. 

The Institute will be incorporated 
under the Joint auspices of the Board 
of Trade as the department dealing 
wUh industry, and the Board of Edu- 
eaUon as the tuthertty cmtrolling 
the Victoria and Albert Museum, and 
I the methods by which It is proposed 
to achieve its objects include: 

(a) A permanent exhibition In Lon- 
don of modem British works selected 
as reaching a high standard of arfis- 
tic craftmanship and manufacture, 
(b) A selling agency attached to this 
exhibition, (c) A purchase fund for 
seeuriAg tor the SUte selected works 
of outstanding merit exhibited at the 
j Institute, (d) The establishment of 
machinery (or bringing designers 
and art workers into closer touch 
with laaautaeturers, distributors and 
others, (e) The organtiatlon of pro- 
vincial and travelling exhibitions of a 
similar character, either directly or In 
co-operatfon with other, organiza- 
tioos. 

In^ addition to the governing body 
which will be responsible for the gen- 
eral management 6t the Instlttrte, It is 
proposed to constitute an Independent 
selection eonmittee consisting of per- 
sons of outstanding repuutiott snd 
posttlon in relation to design, eratts> 
manshlp and nannfiaOture, and no 
works will be eligible tor exhibition 
which have not been submitted to and 
approved by this committee. 

It is Intended that articles of erafts- 
nianshlp not intended tor mnhipliea- 
tlon and trade products mechanically 
produced shall both be eligible for 
exhibition provided that they comply 
with the conditions, including those 
relating to British design sad work- 



raan.ship, and reach the required 
standard. Probably there will be two 
sections ot the exhibition (or articles 
ot craftmanship and trade products 
respectively. 

It is not at present intended that Iho 
exhibition of the Institute rhall be ac- 
iually opened until after the war, but 
all preparatory steps are being taken 
BO as to avoid delay when peace baa 
been restored. It is hoped that the 
exhibition will be permanently open 
to the public, except possibly on spe- 
cial days on which admission may be 
confined io duly accredited trade rep- 
resentatives on the lines of the Brit- 
ish industries fairs. Arrangements 
will bo made for the continual re- 
placement of exhibits that are pur- 
chased or withdrawn. A substitute 
commission will be charged on sales 
effected thtough the Institute. There 
is reason to hope that within a short 
period ot years the institute may be- 
come self-supporting (except, ot 
course, as regards the cost of pur- 
chasing for the nation selected works 
ot outstanding merit). But it Is ne- 
cessary to provide tor an adequate 
guarantee fund to insure the stability 
ot the scheme, at least during its ini- 
tial stages, and thus to enable a high 
Standard to be rigorously maintained 
without regard tq immediate financial 
necessities. The Bosrd of Trade con- 
fidently hope that such a guarantee 
fund will be forthcoming. 

The above scheme haa been framed 
and will be worked in close co-opera- 
tion with the council ot the Royal So- 
ciety ot Arts, whose own scheme tor 
tho encouragement and co-ordination 
of the movements toward the develop- 
ment and improvement ot industrial 
art IneludM as one ot its objecta the 
support ot the proposed instituts. >

This control orer the production of 
oil in thla country is necessary in or- 
der to insure it being properly safe- 
guarded and cowevve.l. Oil, whlcn Is 
one of nature's greet gifts, must not 
be wnstedi. It is Imperathre in the 
national Interejts that tt shall be «t- 
tracted from the eartli v-ith all pps- 
silile care, and that all losses In doing 
.<!o may be minimized to the utmost. 
The Petroleum Bill, when it becomes 
law, will glTO the govemfcent the 
refluisile authority to act as a bene- 
ficial caretaker. The q\iest1on of the 
ownerchip of the oil is not affected by 
the pending legialsUon. That right 
remains as it ia.
